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Property tax 
bill defeated 


SACRAMENTO (U P I) - The 
legislature, in the waning hours of its 
1977 session, dealt Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown Jr. defeats on two major issues, 
rejecting property tax relief legislation 
and a plan to meet the state’s water 
needs until the year 2000. 
A reworked bill was rushed from a 
two-house conference committee Thurs­ 
day to the Senate floor where it was 
rejected on a 21-15 vote shortly before 
midnight. 
Its opposition came from a solid bloc 
of 14 Senate Republicans, who contended 
it would result in a general tax increase 
and provide insufficient relief to middle 
income persons, and one Democrat, Sen. 
Walter W. Stiem of Bakersfield. Four 
Democrats refused to support the 
measure. 
About an hour later the Senate 
rejected 21-16 Brown s bill to construct 
massive water projects and the con­ 
troversial Peripheral Canal at a cost of 
$7.1 billion — half of the money coming 
from the federal government and half 
from the state. 
The Assembly adjourned for the year 
at midnight followed by the Senate 31 


minutes later. 
The legislature passed more than a 
hundred bills Thursday, among them a 
Brown administration-backed plan to 
reorganize the Health Department and a 
measure toughening laws against the use 
of children in pornographic magazines 
and films. 
Brown said he would call the 
legislature back into special session to 
deal with the property tax issue but 
would not specify a date. He said he 
would order the session after a period of 
“meditation, reflection and communica­ 
tion with the homeowners’’ by senators. 
The Assembly delayed a vote on the 
tax relief measure and never took it up 
after the Senate rejected it. Both houses 
had to approve the legislation in order to 
send it to the governor. 
The Peripheral Canal measure 
(SB346) by Sen. Ruben Ayala. D-Chino, 
fell six votes short of the two-thirds 
majority needed. It would have provided 
a network of canals and reservoirs which 
supporters say would help the state to 
meet its water needs until the end of the 
decade.

moil surrounding his private banking af­ 
fairs has not damaged the operation of 
the Office of Management and Budget he 
heads — “Our work is exactly on 
schedule.”

Roth sharply attacked Lance, who has 
refused to resign over allegations of poor 
personal business practices.

A community move to rejuvenate 
development plans for Ocean Park near 
Surf was launched yesterday at a 
meeting attended by approximately 30 
civic leaders. 
The meeting was chaired by Shirley 
Lilley and Dennis Lang, Miguelito Park 
ranger who stated he was getting in­ 
volved as a “private citizen ”

Second gas blast 
victim dies of burns 


ViJf second of two brothers burned in a 
Labor Day gas explosion and fire near 
New Cuyama has died from his burns 
Dale Kates, 30, died Thursday in 
Sherman Oaks Bum Center, 10 days 
after he and his brother Charles, 32, 
were critically burned when the moving 
van they were driving ignited a vapor 
cloud of gas enveloping Highway 166 
The older brother died hours after the 
explosion which created a huge fireball 
and was heard 30 miles away. Both men 
were from Orcutt. 
The gas cloud resulted from a leak in 
an underground ARCO gas line which 
runs adjacent to the highway. Officials 
said the exhaust of the van ignited the 
gas vapors and started the fire which 
burned for 17 hours before firemen were 
able to extinguish it. 


"I am asking you the very simple 
question.” Roth told Lance. 
“Do you think it reflects the high stan­ 
dard of ethics for bank president to have 
permitted a policy of permitting 
overdrafts, originally at no interest, to 
officials of the bank when there was a 
law on the books that said loans in excess 
of $5,000 ... should not be made‘,” 
“Senator, certainly.” said Lance. But 
he conceded that it would “be better if 
those circumstances did not occur,” 
referring to the fact that he was run­ 
ning for governor of Georgia and heading 
the state transportation department at 
the time. 
Sen. John Danforth, D-Mo , a Lance 
supporter, asked him ‘has the Office of 
Managment and Budget been falling 
apart?” during the turmoil over his per­ 
sonal banking operations 
“Absolutely not.” Lance replied 
“That work has gone on extremely well 
I wish somebody would go investigate 
that operation as much as they’ve in­ 
vestigated my banking operations in the 
past few months ... because our work is 
exactly on schedule.” 
“How is it running? I would say it is 
running extremely well.” 
Earlier testimony indicated Lance, 
members of his family and diretors of 
the Calhoun (Ga.) First National Bank 
overdrew their accounts by some 
$450,000 — and that some of the money 
was used in his unsuccessful 1974 bid for 
the Georgia governorship 
Eagleton. noting that Lance’s personal 
integrity and reputation are on the line, 
said some committee members too 
readily have accepted charges against 
President Carter’s close adviser. 
“We are dealing with a man’s reputa­ 
tion here,” Eagleton said. “In the 1940s 
one official made a high art of finding 
guilt by association Now it’s guilt by ac­ 
cumulation.” 
Eagleton, dropped as a vice presiden­ 
tial candidate in 1972 because of a prior 
history of treatment for mental dis­ 
orders. said Lance’s character had been 
“tarnished.” He said the daily charges 
— such as “tax evader” and “embez­ 
zler” — are proved wrong almost as 
quickly as they crop up. 
Unlike the opening day. today’s round 
of questions was not nationally 
televised. Lance testified with little 
emotion but smiled often.

The Lompoc Unified School District 
administrative salary schedule, not 
provided at Tuesday’s school board 
meeting, is now available at district 
headquarters. 
The LUSD board of trustees Tuesday 
approved a 5.2 per cent salary raise for 
certificated administrators and manage­ 
ment, along with an increase in health 
and welfare benefits, from $800 to $1,050. 
Superintendent Dr. Clarence Bloom's 
salary was accordingly raised from 
$40,277 to $42,372 
The salaries of Assistant Superinten­ 
dents Alice Milligan, in charge of person­ 
nel and special services, and Camillo 
(Mel) Wilde, in charge of instruction, 
were raised from $33,076 to $34,795. 


Director of Curriculum Robert 
Thompson and Director of Student Ser­ 
vices Dr. Irwin Wapner have new 
salaries of $30,404, plus $670 for each ad­ 
vanced degree, which is also provided to 
administrators listed below. 
Business Manager Joe Carlin has a 
salary of $29,904 


District principals, assistant prin­ 
cipals. deans, special area coordinators 
and the district librarian now earn 
between $23,011 and $26,977 
Migrant Education Coordinator Hector 
Samaniego has a salary of $20,814. 
Assistant Superintendent Milligan said 
the 5 2 per cent salary hike for ad- 


ministrators was based on the cost-of- 
living increase, rather than on com­ 
parisons of administrators’ salaries in 
comparably sized districts. 
“We looked at (administrators’ salary 
survey data) last year, and didn’t feel a 
need to look at it again,” Milligan said, 
adding that “not that much has changed 
in a one-year period.” 
Board Vice-President Jack Helman 
commented that the high-level ad­ 
ministrative raises were appropriate. 
They are necessary in avoiding 
“compression,” he said, “people coming 
up from behind, so you have the people in 
charge of things making less money.” 
Even though high administrative 
salaries are comparable to similar posi­ 
tions in other districts, not granting a 
cost-of-living raise is “not fair in the 
long run,” Helman said, it would 
“penalize” the administrators. 
“It’s like saying, ‘You guys at the top 
don’t get anything because you’re 
already making enough money,’” he 
said. 
In salary increases for classified 
management and confidential employes, 
area surveys of similar positions were 
made. Milligan said. 
The school board Tuesday approved in­ 
creases of between 5.2 per cent to 7.2 per 
cent for those employes 
Only board member Robert Coe op­ 
posed the pay proposal for classified 
management and confidential employes. 
The proposal, he said, “does not fall 
Panel okays tax increase 
for Social Security fund 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Senate 
Finance Committee today voted tax in­ 
creases on both employers and employes 
to help support the financially ailing 
Social Security Trust Fund 
Employers would pay a hefty increase 
in 1978 while taxes would be increased 
somewhat on employes in 1979 and 
1981. 
At the same time, however, the com­ 
mittee voted 11 to 0 to raise benefits for 
those between 65 and 72 who retire but 
continue to earn money in other jobs. 
Under present law, Social Security 
benefits for retirees below 72 are 


decreased $1 for each $2 of income above 
$3,000. The committee would increase 
this to $4,500 in 1978 and $6,000 in 1979, 
the same as a House Social Security sub­ 
committee approved this week. 


The committee, working rapidly 
toward completion of a comprehensive 
Social Security bill, clearly showed that 
it was determined to make the system 
pay its own way through tax increases 
rather than use of general revenue funds 
or transfers from other more solvent 
funds such as the Health Insurance 
Fund.

within the range I could support.” He 
refused to elaborate. 
The district contacted about 14 dif­ 
ferent public and private agencies, in 
three local counties, Milligan said, to 
determine current salary levels for other 
classified management jobs similar to 
LUSD’s supervisors of maintenance, 
transportation, grounds, accounting, 
payroll, head gardener, head bus driver 
and administrative secretaries. 
Milligan said the survey revealed that 
some of these Lompoc school employes 
received salaries below the median, or 
midpoint, of going rates. So the increase 
rates for those classified employes 
varied, she said. 
“Those who the survey showed were 
more underpaid than others received a 
higher percentage.” 


The district also surveyed other salary 
ranges, Milligan said, in determining in­ 
creases for daily and hourly employes — 
home bound, adult education, summer 
school, and substitute teachers. 
Within Santa Barbara County, she 
said, the median salary (midway 
between highest and lowest) for hourly 
teachers was $8.34. Such employes in 
Lompoc will now be paid $9 an hour, up 
from last year’s $8 
The median daily salary for sub­ 
stitutes. Milligan said, was $30 for 
teaching between one and 10 days. Lom­ 
poc district substitutes will now earn $32 
daily, up from $29.50.

The 
farmhands continued digging and piling 
the bones on the side of the field, the 
spokesman said, apparently until they 
discovered a skull, when they called the 
Sheriff’s Department. 


Watergate 
pair seek 
release 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Attorneys for 
Watergate defendants John Mitchell and 
H R. Haldeman today asked Judge John 
J. Sirica to cut short their imprisonment 
for covering up the nation’s biggest 
political scandal. 
Haldeman’s attorney John Wilson 
asked that his client, Richard Nixon’s 
former chief of staff, be freed im­ 
mediately on grounds Nixon made a 
‘‘confession of guilt” in a recent 
televised interview. 
He asked that Haldeman’s30-monthsto 
eight-year sentence be reduced to the 
three months already served at the Lom­ 
poc, Calif., minimum security federal in­ 
stitution. He entered prison June 21. 
Mitchell’s lawyer, William Hundley, 
did not ask for any specific sentence 
reduction, but said the former attorney 
general is suffering from a degenerative 
condition in his right hip which may 
require surgery. 
Both Mitchell, confined to a minumum 
security facility at Maxwell AFB in 
Montgomery, Ala., and Haldeman were 
convicted Jan. 1, 1975 of perjury, con­ 
spiracy and obstruction of justice in the 
scandal that drove Nixon from office. 
The two received similar sentences. 
Hundley also said Watergate and 
Mitchell’s subsequent confinement are 
having a destructive effect on his 
finances and “ a traumatic and 
devastating effect on his family life* 
particularly on a “daughter of sensitive 
years.” 


Wilson said Nixon is getting rich 
because of his “immunizing pardon,” 
while Wilson’s client is being destroyed. 
“Nixon admitted in a series of (David) 
Frost-arranged broadcasts that he was 
the principal actor in the obstruction of 
justice.” Wilson said in a petition filed 
on Haldeman’s behalf. 
“Now a fifth one (broadcast) has oc­ 
curred, which is perhaps the queerest 
one of all,” the petition said. “He (Nix­ 
on) has proclaimed to the world that he 
ordered the destruction of tapes which 
would have incriminated him, but 
Haldeman omitted to do so. 
"Nixon’s statement is a clear confes­ 
sion of guilt and, moreover, he brags 
about a desire to destroy incriminating 
evidence and thus, for a second time, 
obstruct justice.” the petition said. 
“Somehow, again,” attorney Wilson 
said, “he tries to smear Haldeman.” 
Wilson suggested Sirica would have 
imposed a shorter sentence had he 
known what Nixon would disclose in the 
Frost tapes. 
Thanks to President Gerald Ford’s 
pardon, “Nixon does not care what he 
says now,” Wilson said. The present 
sen te nc e, he said, amounts to 
Haldeman’s "destruction” while Nixon 
is “wrapped in an immunizing pardon 
and his pockets are lined with $600,000

A lone bandit feigned a gun in his coat 
pocket yesterday and robbed the Santa 
Maria Security Pacific Bank of an un­ 
disclosed amount of cash disappearing 
before police arrived. 
A Santa Maria Police Department 
detective said the lone male passed a 
handwritten note to a bank teller 
demanding all her $20 bills. The teller 
complied after the robber pointed an un­ 
known object from within his coat 
pocket. 
The suspect then escaped through the 
east door into the parking lot. The SMPD 
detective said the thief had between 45 
seconds and one minute to clear the area 
before the first police car arrived. 
The male suspect is described as 


between 25 to 30 years old, fairly dark 
complectioned, about five-foot seven or 
eight inches tall with black hair and dark 
eyes. When last seen he was wearing a 
light blue coat, red shirt with vertical 
beige stripes and medium to dark blue 
pants. 
The Security Pacific Bank was the 
third Santa Maria bank to be robbed in 
the last six months. The Bank of 
America Santa Maria branch was robbed 
of $1,000 Aug 23 and another bank was 
robbed in March. In both the latter 
cases, the Federal Bureau of Investiga­ 
tion apprehended suspects. 
Anyone with possible information 
about yesterday’s robbery is asked to 
call Detective Bill Ryle at SMPD or 
Agent James Wilkins at the Santa Maria 
FBI office 


Officials said the remains were com­ 
pletely decomposed and no traces of any 
clothing were found. The pit where the 
bones were found was on the backside of 
the field adjacent to the Santa Yne* 
River bed. The trench was between four 
to six feet deep, the spokesman es­ 
timated. He said at this time, there does 
not appear to be any criminal intent. 
Because the bones were all separated 
when authorities arrived, officials this 
morning said they were not sure they had 
only a single skeleton. 
“It appears to be just one,” the sherif­ 
f’s spokesman said, “but I don’t know 
what we have really.” 
Officials said they would contact a 
University of California, Santa Barbara 
anthropologist to assist in determining 
the age. race and sex of the remains. 


Wilson said Haldeman works seven 
days a week in the institution’s sewage 
plant, and spends the rest of his time ex­ 
ercising to keep in shape and “trying to 
while away the hours.” 
“Despite his education, training and 
experience, his time is totally wasted. 
He is making no contribution to society 
or to himself. He is just trying to exist 
and stay out of trouble. He is useless to 
the world, a burden on society and a 
great concern of his family,” Wilson 
said. 
Haldeman cannot expect a pardon 
from a Democratic president, Wilson 
said, as Nixon received from President 
Gerald Ford. But he said a judge has 
“awesome” power. 
“It lies in the hands of your honor to 
punish Haldeman to the point of destruc­ 
tion, which we respectfully say is the ef­ 
fect of the heavy sentence imposed upon 
him, or send him home to begin life 
anew,” Wilson said. 
“Let’s say that two men, one the 
leader, the other the follower, are equal­ 
ly guilty,” Wilson argued. “The leader 
goes free and the follower is condemned, 
and the court has the opportunity to cor­ 
rect this unfairness to the extent that it 
is possible to do so. 
“He may not punish the leader who 
goes free but he can see that the con­ 
demned man ... suffers no more ...” 
Wilson said.

Salary hike recommended for supervisors 


County supervisors’ pay 
would vault from $17,384 to 
$24,583 annually — effective 
Nov. 28 — if the five super­ 
visors approve recommenda­ 
tions of County Administrative 
Officer Raymond D. Johnson to 
hike salaries of the supervisors 
and 115 other county manage­ 
ment employes. 
The recommendations go 
before the board Monday, and 
an ordinance to set supervisors’ 
salaries at 50 per cent of 
Superior Court judges’ salaries 
is ready for introduction at that 
time. 
Johnson's recommendations 
affect 144 management county 
employes, including super­ 
visors and seven other elected 
officials, and follow in the wake 
of a salary survey by Hay As­ 
sociates, of Chicago, at a cost of 
approximately $27,000 


Johnson's recommendations 
show that he is in agreement 
with most of the salary recom­ 
mendations of the consulting 
firm, which compared county 
top, upper and middle manage­ 
ment salaries with those of 
comparable responsibility and 
requisites in private as well as 
public employment in the state 
and nation. 
The Hay Associates survey 
recommended the supervisors’ 
pay be hiked to half the $49,166 
annual salaries of Superior 
Court judges without delay, 
thus reinforcing a County 
Grand Jury recommendation, 
to hike the pay of the five men 
on the board. 
The 32 per cent boost for the 
supervisors, if brought about, 
would be a record hike in one 
year for them, and be on top of 
a recent seven per cent boost 


they gave themselves along 
with other county employes ef­ 
fective in July. 
While this would allow the 
supervisors to set their own 
salaries, it would still bind 
them to a formula, in line with 
the judges’ salaries in the 
future, too. 
Generally, individual super­ 
visors have been a bit hesitant 
to speak about the possible big 
raise recommended for them. 
The percentage of the raises 
recommended for them is well 
above that for other elected of­ 
ficials. 
Only Supervisor David 
Yager, of Montecito, has said 
outright he plans to approve the 
recommendation. 
In the past, some supervisors 
have accepted pay boosts given 
them, and others have refused, 
in the interest of the taxpayers. 


The Johnson recommenda­ 
tions, if approved in total, 
would add about $150,000 a year 
to management salaries, a 
figure about 3 per cent of 
m anagerial salaries, said 
Auditor-Controller William 
Parsons. 
Parsons is recommended for 
a 20.5 per cent boost to $38,506; 
D istrict Attorney Stanley 
Roden, up 17 per cent to 
$44,278; Assessor William Cook, 
up 14.2 per cent to $34,710; 
T re a s u re r-P u b lic 
Ad­ 
ministrator Glen Neikirk, up 10 
per cent to $29,640, and Clerk- 
Recorder Howard Menzel, up 
six-tenths of one per cent to 
$30,420, and Tax Collector J. 
Newton Blanchard, up 7.5 per 
cent to $28.938 
Sheriff-Coroner John W. 
Carpenter would be in line for a 
25 per cent boost, up to $39,962, 


the second biggest percentage 
boost behind the supervisors. 
Twenty-four persons were 
recommended for pay reduc­ 
tions. 
Johnson asked the board to 
determine a policy regarding 
the establishment of the ad­ 
ministrative officer’s salary. 
The survey showed him requir­ 
ing a modest increase. 
Johnson asked the board to 
adopt a resolution to implement 
the Hay Associates salary 
recom m endations, 
with 
modifications by his office, ef­ 
fective Nov. 28. 
The board received the Hay 
Associates report and recom­ 
mendations for management 
salaries Aug. 28 and referred it 
to Johnson and Personnel 
Director Sidney Simms for 
study and recommendations 
regarding implementation.

Numbers that can be called to

Chamber of Commerce 
President Ray Gerrity an­ 
nounced this week that the 
Chamber Board of Directors, at 
its annual work seminar at the 
Royal Coach on September 10, 
approved a proposal to es­ 
tablish a new association for 
the production of the annual 
Lom poc V alley F low er 
Festival.

Carter contends public 
view of canal pact shifts 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - 
P resident C arter says he 
believes public opinion in 
America is shifting toward sup­ 
port of the Panama Canal 
treaties, but warns this country 
faces “very serious internation­ 
al consequences” if ratification 
fails. 
The shift is taking place both 
in the Senate and among the 
people, C arter said in a 
question-and-answer 
hookup 
with the Radio and Television 
News Directors Association in 
San Francisco Thursday. 
Carter planned to meet again 
today with French Prim e 
Minister Raymond Barre and, 
as he does every other week, 
with a group of out-of-town 
editors. 
Of the 40 senators who signed 
a resolution a year ago against 
any new Panama treaty, he 
said. “ many , have told me 
both privately and publicly” 
thev now favor the treaties 


Polls showed eight months 
ago that only 8 per cent of the 
people favored the treaty, he 
said, but Gallup and some 
private polls he has now favor 
the treaties. 
He said he believed the 
United States could defend 
against disruption of peaceful 
operation of the canal “but it 
would be very difficult for us to 
do it.” 
On other subjects, Carter 
said: 
Reform of Social Security 
financing — “Congress will 
have to take action on this mat­ 
ter this year.” 
Recession — “We are not fac­ 
ing a recession.” The growth 
rate for the economy will 
average out to 5 or 6 per cent 
for the year; unemployment 
has dropped about 1 per cent 
since 
in a u g u ra tio n ; 
and 
business investments will be a 
“very high” 8 5 per cent higher 
than a year ago. 
Soviets at work on four 
new long-range missiles 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - De 
fense Secretary Harold Brown 
says the Soviet Union is work­ 
ing on four new types of long- 
range missiles, providing one 
reason the United States must 
increase defense spending to 
ensure “ credible fighting 
capability.” 
Brown, in a speech to the 
National Security Industrial As­ 
sociation Thursday night, of­ 
ficially disclosed the Russians 
are building a fifth generation 
of intercontinental nuclear 
armed missiles to augment to 
the latest generation of ICBM’s 
it now is putting into silos at the 
rate of 100 to 150 a year. 
The defense secretary ou­ 
tlined the points in a policy 
d i r a r t t v « M |< n e d b y P r « « l d p n t 
Carter last month. “We plan to 
raise the level of U.S. defense 
spending by approximately 3 
per cent a year in real terms, 
or in addition to increases 
caused by inflation, said the 
directive signed by the Presi­ 
dent 
The defense budget now being 
considered by Congress for the 
year starting Oct. 1 is expected 
to total about $114 4 billion. 
If the budget Carter submits 
next January is presented in the 
same format as previous years, 
a 3 per cent increase atop infla- 


tion and without cuts in present 
programs, could boost the total 
to $126 billion. 
During his campaign and 
after taking office. Carter said 
defense spending could be 
reduced by $5 billion to $7 
billion yearly. 
Brown said the administra­ 
tion will continue to seek arms 
co n tro l a g re e m e n ts with 
Moscow, but its main defense 
objective “will be the mainte­ 
nance of an overall military 
balance with the Soviet Union 
at least as favorable as that 
which now exists.” 
“ Deterrence, not overbearing 
power, is what we seek.” 
Brown said. “To have it, we 
must have a credible fighting 
abUaty.”

The defense secretary ticked 
off other points included in the 
policy statement, among them 
the administration’s commit­ 
ment to a "forward defense” in 
Europe. 
He said the United States 
would seek Soviet cooperation 
“ in reducing areas of tension 
that could lead to confronta­ 
tion.” but that this would not 
keep the United States from of­ 
fsetting Soviet military influ­ 
ence or sending forces to the 
Middle East, the Persian Gulf 
and Korea if needed. 


Dayan 
rejects PLO 
talks bid 


BRUSSELS, Belgium (UPI) 
— Israeli Foreign Minister 
Moshe Dayan, on his way to 
showdown talks with President 
Carter, has flatly rejected a 
U.S. call for P alestin ian 
participation in the Geneva 
peace talks. 
Dayan today flies to New 
York to head the Israeli delega­ 
tion at the opening of the United 
Nation’s 32nd session and to 
m eet C arter next week in 
Washington.

PARIS (UPI) - Opera star 
Maria Callas has died in Paris 
of a heart attack, French 
national broadcasting company 
director Pierre Vozlinsky said 
today. She was 53. 
“We understand Mrs. Callas 
died of a heart attack at her 
home here in Paris,” Vozlinsky 
said. 
The dark-haired soprano who 
thrilled millions of opera fans 
with her performances had 
been reported in declining 
health in recent months. 
The celebrated Brooklyn- 
born diva left the stage in the 
mid-1960s and lived in semi- 
retirement. hardly ever seeing 
her closest friends 
She was reported to have 
received a severe shock two 
years ago when her long­ 
standing friend.

Labor and business lobbied 
hard, and each won some 
rounds. 
Organized labor’s biggest vic­ 
tory was the defeat of a 
proposal by Rep. 
Robert 
Cornell, D-Wis., which would 
have allowed employers to pay 
only 85 per cent of the 
minimum wage to youngsters 
under 19 during their first six 
months of employment. 


He said that would encourage 
employers to hire many of the 
nation’s 1.6 million unemployed 
teen-agers and reduce the youth 
unemployment rate — 18 per 
cent among teen-agers, 40 per 
cent among black teen-agers. 


Rep. Parren Mitchell, D-Md., 
said such a differential would 
result in adults losing their jobs 
to youngsters. 
Since poor 
blacks would apply for many of 
the low paying jobs, he said, it 
would widen the existing gap 
between black and white in­ 
comes. 


“ It doesn't make sense at all 
to play one group against 
another,” Mitchell said. 


“ Suppose someone offered a 
race differential...or a sex dif­ 
ferential?" asked Rep. Ronald 
Dellums, D-N.Y. “ What’s the 
difference?” 


The vote against the youth 
differential was 211 to 210, with 
Speaker Thomas P. O’Neill 
casting the deciding vote to 
break a tie 


Mother tells of 
playing dead at 
sons' slaughter 


H A R T F O R D C IT Y . Ind. 
(U P I) — With tears streaming 
down her cheeks. Mrs. Betty 
Spencer recounted the Valen­ 
tine's Day shotgun slayings of 
her son and three stepsons and 
told how she escaped death by 
playing dead. 
Testifying Thursday at the 
trial of Roger Drollinger. one of 
four 
accused gunmen in the 
case, Mrs Spencer. 44, bared 
her back to show the scars left 
by shotgun pellets. 
At one point, recounting the 
slayings of Gregory Brooks, 
and her teen-age stepsons. 
Ralph 
Reeve and Raymond 
Spencer, she began crying and 
had to leave the courtroom 
briefly to regain her com­ 
posure 
She said the four gunmen 
burst into her trailer home near 
Hollandsburg. forced her and 
her sons to He on the living 


r o o m 
floor, ransacked the 
trailer, then opened fire 
“ I heard some clicking noises 
behind me." she said “ Sudden­ 
ly a shot was fired and a piece 
of Greg’s head fell right beside 
my face 
“ Then they started shooting 
again The firing ceased again 
and I realized I was still alive 
It’s a strange feeling to know 
you're still alive.” 
But the shooting wasn’t over. 
“ 1 heard one of the intruders 
say Get that second one again.' 
They shot me again. This time I 
felt my wig go off my head.” 
She played dead. 
" I lay real, real still and 
didn t move, although my hands 
were trembling.’ Mrs Spencer 
testified. 
Mrs Spencer identified Drol­ 
linger. Michael Wright. 22. of 
Crawfordsville. David Smith. 
17. of Wingate and Daniel 
Stonebraker. 20. of Darlington 
as the intruders and said 
Drollinger appeared to be the 
leader. 
All four are accused of four 
counts of first degree murder 
They are being tried separate­ 


ly- 
Wright appeared as a prose­ 
cution witness Thursday and 
said Drollinger was in com­ 
mand of the gang In earlier 
testimony. Stonebraker also 
named Drollinger as the leader. 
Wright, under questioning 
from prosecutor Clelland Han- 
ner. said Drollinger decided 
even before they invaded the 
trailer that alt its occupants 
would he slain 
He added that once inside. 
Drollinger “ told me to waste 
them 
I said I didn t think I 
could do it. He said you will or 
else, and he pulled his pistol out 
of his pants." 


MONTGOMERY, Ala. (U P I) 
— Gov. George C. Wallace’s 
wife, Cornelia, cross-filed for 
divorce Thursday, citing “ ac­ 
tual violence” on the gover­ 
nor’s part and saying he failed 
to adequately support her. 


Wallace, confined to a wheel­ 
chair since crippled by a would- 
be-assassin’s bullet in 1972, 
filed his divorce petition Mon­ 
day. It said the marriage failed 
because of “ a complete incom­ 
patibility of temperament” and 
did not assess blame. 


But Mrs. Wallace, in her peti­ 
tion, said “ The reason for the 
breakup of this marriage was 
not incompatibility, but the 
commission of actual violence 
and cruelty.” 


She said she moved out of the 
Governor’s Mansion because 
she “ reasonably apprehended 
that (W allace) would again 
commit actual violence on her 
person attended with danger to 
her life and health” . 


“ We will categorically deny 
that." said Thomas W Thagard 


Jr., one of Wallace’s lawyers. 
“ A pleading will be filed at an 
appropriate time denying all of 
the allegations.” 


George Dean, one of Mrs. 
Wallace’s lawyers, refused to 
cite examples of violence com­ 
mitted by the governor. ‘‘The 
petition has to speak for itself.” 
he said. 


“ Actual violence is a legal 
term that covers a wide range 
of actions, from slapping to 
shooting.” 


Mrs. Wallace asked the court 
to award “ liberal” alimony, 
saying she had a substantial 
savings account when they 
married Jan. 4, 1971, but now is 
‘‘without funds” because she 
was forced to pay for “ basic 
and normal debts” . 


Mrs Wallace also asked Cir­ 
cuit Court Judge John W 
Davis, to disqualify himself 
from the case because he was 
appointed to the bench by 
Wallace and because his father 
was one of the governor’s physi­ 
cians. 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - The 
American farmer may not sup­ 
port the new Panama Canal 
treaties now, A g ricultu re 
Secretary Bob Bergland says. 
But when farmers find out 
what the treaty will do for 
them, they’ll back it, Bergland 
insisted at a news conference 
Thursday. 
Bergland’s 
simple: 
—Keeping the canal open 
with “ reasonable” tolls is vital 
to farmers because 20 per cent 
of the nation’s $24 billion farm 
export trade flows through the 
waterway. 
—And the way to assure 
future operation of the canal is 
to reach “ an amicable and 
workable arrangement with

Panama." 
But without a treaty, Col. 
Lawrence Jackley, a Pentagon 
official, said officials fear there 
could be sabotage or harass­ 
ment in the Canal Zone. And 
while the armed forces are con­ 
fident they can defend the canal 
against conventional attack, it 
would be “ extremely difficult 
to defend against any form of 
s a b o t a g e , ” 
a 
Pe ntagon 
spokesman said. 
Bergland, backed by State 
and Defense department of­ 
ficials. said closing the canal 


would be a d isaster for 
farmers. If grains and soybeans 
had to be moved by sea around 
South America instead of 
through the canal, it would add 
20 days to delivery time and 
nearly 
double transportation 
costs, he said. 
If costs went up that much, 
Australians could undersell 
American wheat and Brazil 
could undersell American soy­ 
beans on Asian markets. Hie 
result would be lost markets or 
lower prices for American 
farmers. Bergland said.

Directors of the Santa Ynez 
Community Services District 
Wednesday night took another 
possible step toward developing 
a local alternative for the 
development of a sewage dis­ 
posal system. 
On a motion offered by direc­ 
tor Braxton Smith and backed 
by director Dick M iller, the 
board directed engineer Bob 
Flowers to pursue the local 
alternative course which would 
call for placement of a sanitary 
disposal plant on county 
property and a holding pond 
situated at the Santa Ynez A ir­ 
port. 
Flowers was also asked to ex­ 
plore the concept of finding a 
local user for the treated ef­ 
fluent from the plant. 
A t the board’s previous 
meeting, directors of the Santa 
Ynez District indicated favor­ 
ing development of the local 
alternative, but at the same 
time said it would like to main­ 
tain an “ open door’’ policy with 
the Solvang Municipal Improve­ 
ment District for capacity in 
the SM ID plant. 
Thoughts expressed at the 
August session of the SYCSD 
board were contained in a letter 
sent to SM ID Aug 26 A reply 
was written by SM ID Sept. 12 
and received by the Santa Ynez 
District the day of its meeting 
Wednesday. 
In the letter from SM ID and 
signed by district secretary Leo 
Mathiasen, it was noted that 
“ Solvang was finally advised 
that your (SYCSD) primary 
objective was now pursue a 
local alternative, however, you 
wished to continue an ‘open 
door’ policy with Solvang. You 
also include a statement to the 
effect that if Solvang really 
believes that your stated local 
alternative poses a threat to 
Solvang’s water supply you 
would entertain any new 
suggestions Solvang may wish 
to m ake w ith regard 
to 
amending the joint powers 
agreement. 
This statement 
would appear that you are on a 
'fishing expedition’ to see what 
can be dont to ‘sweeten’ the 
deal 
“ The burden of guaranteeing 
that Solvang’s water supply w ill 
not be affected by a treatment 
plant immediately upstream is 
a responsibility of S M ID ," 
Mathiasen continued 
“ With your stated intent,” he 
went on, “ to go on your own. 
however, still wanting to keep 
an open door’ with SM ID will 
require some immediate action 
on your part to: outline in 
precise detail what in the pre­ 
sent agreement you feel is not 
fair and equitable and submit in 
precise detail what you feel 
would be fair and equitable. 
“ If you wish to retain, as an 
option, the p ossib ility of 
perfecting an agreement with 
SMID you will be expected to 
actively pursue same along 
with any other alternatives you 
have in mind 
Solvang has 
negotiated and acted in good 
faith and we would expect 
Santa Ynez to do the same. 
“ The 
Solvang M unicipal 
Improvement District has and 
is being coerced by both the 
staff of the State W ater 
Resources Control Board and 
the SYCSD to come to Santa 
Ynez' terms on the joint powers 
agreement prior to the release 
of the final grant funds on the 
Solvang wastewater treatment 
plant improvement project.’’

Music Hall of Fame 
Check of church buses show many in unsafe condition 
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HOLLYWOOD (UPI) - Elvis 
Presley was named to the Rock 
Music Hall of Fame amid a 
thunderous standing ovation 
while members of Fleetwood 
Mac and other winners at the 
Third Annual Rock Music 
Awards said they owed their 
careers to “ the King.” 
Blind singer Stevie Wonder, 
who received two “ Rockys” 
and gave a special salute to 
Presley, who died last month, 
was the only other person to get 
a standing ovation from the 
capacity crowd Thursday night 
at the Hollywood Palladium. 
Fleetwood Mac swept all four 
Rockys — the record industry’s 
version of the Oscars — it was 
in the competition for. 
“ He was my friend,” produc­ 
er Felton Jarvis said in ac- 
cepting.the tribute for Presley. 
“ I just wish each and every one 
of you could know him like I 
knew him.” 
Jarvis, who produced all of 
Presley’s albums since 1965, 
said he would give the award to 
the late singer’s father, Vernon 
Presley. 
Presley, joining Chuck Berry 
and the Beatles in the Hall of 
Fame, was selected over Bob 
Dylan, Buddy Holly, Little 
Richard and the Rolling Stones. 
Fleetwood Mac won best 
album and best producer for 
“ Rumors,” rock personality of 
the year and best group and 
also received a special public 
service commendation. 
“ I don’t think we ever con­ 
sidered ourselves personalities 
— just a band.” member Stevie 
Nicks said. 
“ We’d also like to thank 
Elvis, without whom we all 
wouldn't be here,” added John 
McVie 
Several other Rocky recipi­ 
ents praised Presley for his 
contribution to music. 
Wonder was selected male 
vocalist of the year and his 
“ Songs in the Key of Life” was 
picked best rhythm and blues 
album, while Linda Ronstadt 
won as female vocalist of the 
year.

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
California Highway Patrol, 
which has been in the business 
of inspecting school buses for 45 
years, has a new concern — 
church buses. 
The CHP said a recent ran­ 
dom check of church buses 
showed many in poor condition 
and in need of re g u la r 
maintenance. 
“ We’re trying to avoid a 


potential problem and prevent 
it from becoming another Mar­ 
tinez,” said patrol spokesman 
Kent Milton. 
The Martinez school bus 
crash, which the patrol said 
was caused by faulty brakes on 
the 27-year-old bus, killed 28 
Yuba City high school students 
and an adult adviser in May 
1976. 
A recent patrol inspection of 


ISO church buses in the San 
Francisco Bay area and in San 
Bernardino found an average of 
11.8 violations on each bus. 
The violations broke down 
this way; 182 for lights; 165 for 
brakes; 82 for steering and 
suspension; and 69 tire and 
wheel infractions, 
i 
“ Not many brake problems 
are minor,” said Andy Canova 
Jr., a vehicle specialist. “ If 


your brakes need adjustment, 
that could be dangerous.” 
Capt. John Law of the com­ 
mercial vehicle section said 
there is no law requiring annual 
inspection of church buses 
because the CHP can’t prove 
that they are involved in many 
accidents. 
“ Right now,” said Law, “ we 
don’t have the statistics to show 
that they’re involved in a large 


percentage of accidents, but we 
know that if they’re involved, it 
will be devastating.” 
Law said if a church bus is in­ 
volved in an accident, the civil 
liability could be overwhel­ 
ming, especially for churches 
with low budgets and minimal 
insurance. 
“ There were 824 million in 
suits involving the Martinez 
crash,” he noted.

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Braves open at Vista tomorrow night 
Injuries hit Lompoc at the wrong time

With a little more than 24 hours 
before their season opener, injuries 
have hit the Lompoc Braves in 
several key areas. 
“We lost Bill Rieck and that set 
off a chain reaction as far as shifting 
our defensive tackles. 
Rieck was 
also our second fullback because 
(M ike) Walker has a strained 


tendon in his ankle and he’s not 
practicing on offense,” said Braves 
Head Coach Mike Warren. 
Rieck. a junior noseguard, suf­ 
fered a broken thumb in a scrim­ 
mage against Paso Robles a week 
ago and will be out a minimum of 
three weeks. 
On the other hand. Walker, a 
senior linebacker, has an inflamed

tendon and Warren isn’t sure how 
long Walker will be able to go on 
defense. 
"He’s played with hurts before 
and I imagine he will be able to hang 
in there, at least I’m hoping he’ll 
hang in there,” Warren stated. 
Rieck and Walker aren’t the only 
Braves with injuries, Ron Toomey 
has been sidelined with a separated 
shoulder for the last three weeks 
and Warren said total recuperation 
time will take another three. 
So where does this leave Lompoc, 
who plays Vista High tomorrow 
night in Vista at 8 p.m.? 
With the adjustments Warren has 
made defensively, it doesn’t sound 
like they have lost too much con­ 
sidering the injuries. 
“We didn’t match up real well 
with Vista to begin with. We are go­ 
ing with three defensive tackles and 
we are going to try to put as much 
beef in there as we can.” 
Junior Kevin Hill will get the call 
at noseguard and he will be flanked 
by Tom Heter and Ron Hernandez at 
tackles. 
Bill Surch and Bobby 
Barcelona will handle the outside at 
defensive ends. 
Gene Knickrehm will be used as 
Warren's No. 1 back-up at tackle 
and “at 6-foot-5 and 215, if we’ve got 
a physical guy he's got to be it, so we 
don't drop off a lot if we need him.” 
Warren said 
Joining Walker at the other 
linebackin,.: spot is junior Joe 
Aguilar who will also start at 
fullback on offense. 
“Vista runs to either side of the 
center and we like to think we can 
stop them with Hill in the middle,”

defensive secondary. 
Of the four starters, only senior 
John Lizzaraga has actual game ex­ 
perience. 
But Warren feels mistakes made 
by the secondary now are something 
that can be worked out. 
“The pass defense errors in the 
Paso Robles scrimmage we made is 
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something that can be corrected 
with a little work. 
“We work on our pass defense 
during practice and then 30 minutes 
after practice so it’s not like we are 
ignoring the secondary altogether,” 
Warren stated. 
Lizzaraga will start at strong 
safety, a slight change from the 
strong comer slot he occupied for 
two games last year. 
“He is at the toughest spot to play, 
which is strong safety, and he's been 
doing an outstanding job. He did a 
super job in the Paso scrimmage 
and as soon as we get the unit work­ 
ing together, we’ll be O.K.” 
Other starters will be Wally Gros- 
si at the right corner. Mike Beyen at 
the left comer and Dale Barthel at 
free safety. All three are juniors. 
“The one thing Vista does and 
does well is run off a play action 
pass and there is every possibility 
they are going to fool us. 
“It’s a little scary, but anybody 
who runs and runs, then throws, cer­ 
tainly has the capability of hitting 


the play action pass against you,” 
Warren said. 
“I would have to say our biggest 
question mark on offense is not 
knowing how well our inexperienced 
people on the offensive line are go­ 
ing to play. 
“Other than that I don’t think we 
have any other question marks.” 
Sophomore Ernie Talavera will be 
at the split tackle position, while 
Ralph Leek has been inserted into 
the split guard slot. 
“It will be their first varsity ball 
game and what happens will be the 
kind of things that happen to most 
people with no varsity experience. 
Both are good kids and bright but 
they will make the mistakes of inex­ 
perienced ballplayers.” 
When h e’s not on d efen se, 
Knickrehm will take the other 
tackle spot and Mike Weyrick will 
be opposite Leek at guard. 
Senior Don Chinn will anchor the 
young line at center. 
Rounding out the offensive line, 
Dave Hooker and Gary Michels will 
alternate at split end and Tom Heter 
will go at tight end. 
The Braves displayed a solid runn­ 
ing game in the Paso Robles scrim­ 
mage thanks to Pat Fridrich who 
has been switched to tailback from 
the defensive secondary. 
With the help from his offensive 
line, Fridrich was most effective on 
power sweeps to either side. 
Casey Candaele will open for the 
Braves at quarterback and although 
Candaele might not be able to hit the 
long bomb, Warren feels the junior 
signal caller has the talent to 
become a fine passer. 
“My conception of the passing 
game is that you have to have an ef­ 
fective running game, unless you 
want to be a drop-back passer. 
“The long range passes and the 
bomb are a lot easier to defend, but 
the teams that chip away at you by 
hitting the seams, curls and out pat­ 
terns are a helluva lot harder to de­ 
fend. rather than the home runs. 
“Casey has the range for the short 
to medium passes. He hasn’t been 
blessed with big hands and a big 
strong body He’s got a strong body 
but it's small and for playing the 
position for only three or four weeks 
he is making excellent progress. 


“I’d have to say we are having 
trouble catching the ball more than 
throwing it, but that’s also im­ 
proving,” Warren quickly added. 
Rounding out the backfield will be 
flanker David Aragon. 
“Vista has a similar philosophy to 
ours, they live by the run and they 
love to throw play action passes. 
They have an aggessive hustling 
defense and I think they are well 
coached in the kicking game. 
“ They also have 21 seniors 
starting out of the 22 positions,” 
Warren lamented. 
“If you look at our roster it is 
liberally sprinkled with juniors and 
seniors and a number of them don’t 
have any varsity experience. 
“We have good talent but not 
much experience in spots and if I 
had to pick an opponent for our first 
gam e, I wouldn’t have picked 
Vista,” Warren concluded.

Seaver achieves goal as Reds postpone 
Dodgers' celebration a second time 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - The night 
belonged to Tom Terrific. 
Even in the shadow of the inevitable, a 
National League West title for the Los 
Angeles Dodgers, the 32-year-old right­ 
hander named Seaver passed another 
milestone to his splendid career. 
He became the fifth active major 
league pitcher — and the 74th in history 
— to reach 200 victories Thursday night 
as the Cincinnati Reds shaded the 
Dodgers 3-2. 
“When I came into this as a young 
man.” Seaver explained, “I had no idea 
that I would ever achieve something like 
this. Ten years ago, it was inconceivable 
Now, who knows? 
“If I stay healthy, I think I can win 300 
I’ve got a great club behind me and I still 
feel I’m in good physical shape ” 
The No. 1 pitcher on a Cincinnati staff 
that has an ERA of 4 42 limited the 
Dodgers to six hits, struck out six and 
walked five in improving his season 
record to 18-6. 11-3 since being acquired 
by the Reds from the New York Mets in 
June. 
It might have been a five-hitter and a 


shutout except for a play in the fourth in­ 
ning by Reds' leftfielder Bob Bailey. 
With Dusty Baker aboard on a walk, 
Rick Monday sent Bailey to the wall with 
a towering drive Bailey jumped and ap­ 
peared to catch the ball but it bounced 
out of his glove and over the fence for 
Monday's 13th home run of the season 
and a 2-0 Dodgers' lead 
“That was my fault.” admitted Bailey, 
a last-mmute lineup addition after Cesar 
Geronimo was scratched because of an 
upset stomach “I thought I had it caught 
but the ball just popped out when I hit the 
fence.” 


By getting win No. 200 in his 11th big 
league season — against 113 defeats — 
Seaver joined the select company of Cat­ 
fish Hunter. Jim Kaat, Gaylord Perry 
and Ferguson Jenkins. 
“ Well.'' smiled Seaver, “ this one 
wasn t much fun until it was over I 
made it tough on myself because I was 
wild high I wasn’t really sure about it 
until I got the last out.” 
The Reds’ pitching star now has 181 
strikeouts for the season and thinks he’ll 


get 19 more in a bid for his 10th straight 
year of 200 or more strikeouts. 
“I think it’ll happen,” he said, “but I 
haven’t been getting the strikeouts this 
season that I have in the past I’ve been 
getting two strikes on a lot of hitters but 
I just haven't been able to pop the third 
one ” 
In the season finale between the two 
NL West archrivals, the Reds beat Los 
Angeles for the 10th time in 18 meetings 
and kept the Dodgers from clinching the 
division 


But it could happen this weekend when 
the Dodgers host the lowly Atlanta 
Braves for a three-game series, beginn­ 
ing tonight, and the Reds are in San 
Francisco for three games. 
Any combination of Dodger wins and 
R ed lo s s e s t o ta lin g fo u r w ill 
mathematically eliminate Cincinnati, 
the two-time defending World Series 
champion. 
After the game. Pete Rose called 
Dodger manager Tommy Lasorda and 
wished him luck in the National League 
plavoffs against the Philadelphia Phil­ 


lies, who just about have the Eastern 
Division wrapped up. 
On Seaver’s big night, left-hander 
Doug Rau saw his record fall to 13-8 and 
2-7 since the All-Star break. 
After Monday’s fourth inning homer, 
the Reds tallied a pair of runs in the fifth 
to tie the score on a walk to Johnny 
Bench, Dave Concepcion’s double, 
Bailey’s infield out and Dan Driessen's 
single. 
Cincinnati broke the 2-2 deadlock and 
chased Rau in the seventh on consecutive 
singles by George Foster, Bench and 
Concepcion. 


With a pair of singles, Foster, a strong 
candidate to becom e the National 
League MVP. raised his average to .318 
to go along with his 48 home runs and 137 
RBI s. He now has 14 games remaining in 
his bid to break the NL home run record 
of 56 set by Hack Wilson for the Chicago 
Cubs in 1930.

Limit is two bucks, forked-horn or better, per season in the 
area that extends along the coast and adjacent districts from 
Mendocino County south to the northwest com er of Los 
Angeles County. 
The inland and late deer hunting seasons will open Satur­ 
day. Sept. 24. 
A Santa Barbara wholesale fish dealer has been fined 
$2,500 and must pay the Department of Fish and Game $4,200 
in delinquent fish taxes and penalties, as a result of a judg­ 
ment handed down recently in Santa Barbara Superior 
Court. 


A complaint filed by the state on August 29 had charged 
Wes Carpenter, doing business as Wes Carpenter Trade and 
Trucking, with violating state law by failing to file fish 
receipts and monthly fish privilege tax returns with the DFG 
during the past several months. 


The complamt also alleged that these acts gave Carpenter 
an unfair economic advantage over his competitors and 
enabled him to earn a greater return because of his non- 
compliance with the law. 


In addition to the fine, the court enjoined Carpenter from 
engaging in the unlawful business practices that had led to 
an investigation and prosecution by the DFG. If Carpenter 
violates the injunction, which is for an indefinite period, he 
could be barred from doing business and heavily fined for 
every day he is in violation. 


Carpenter s business is mainly the wholesaling of sea 
urchins and abalone that he buys from com m ercial 
fishermen and sells to processors, exporters and retail es­ 
tablishments.

DEAR POLLY — I would like to know if anyone has a 
remedy that will clean vinyl furniture that has become 
sticky.

DEAR MRS. C.L. — I am sure we will be hearing 
from some of our generous readers who have had this 
same problem. Such furniture should he wiped off with 
an untreated cloth and if you have been using one with 
oil or polish doubtless that caused the stickiness. 1 would 
wash with mild suds and then dry carefully. If there is 
ground-in dirt, you might try a laundry detergent and a 
brush that la neither too stiff nor too soft. Rinse well and 
dry thoroughly with a soft cloth. There is a commercial 
cleaner for vinyl fabrics. — POLLY.

Most of the 
evidence, unfortunately, is contained in 
intercepted messages, which may not be 
admissible in court. 
Yet the political pressure kept building 
up, our sources say, until the Justice 
Dept, went ahead with the indictment 
that Bell had said would be unethical. 
But significantly, the 36-count indict­ 
ment wasn’t prepared until a week after 
Park was safely out of Britain. 
Park’s Washington attorney, William 
Hundley, kept the department informed 
about his client’s whereabouts, insiders 
tell us. On August 25, Hundley notified 
the department that Park had telephoned 
him from Hong Kong to report he was on 
his way to Korea to visit his ailing 
mother. Not long afterward, Park called 
again from Seoul to say that the Korean 
authorities wanted him to hold a short 
press conference and that he would leave 
for London in 10 days. 
The day after Hundley reported this to 
the Justice Dept., Park was abruptly in­ 
dicted, and the news was leaked to the 
press. This had the predictable effect of 
keeping Park in South Korea, where he is 
safe from extradition. 
Our sources insist that the Justice 
Dept, could have brought Park back to 
America by indicting him before he left 
Britain or later by holding up the indict­ 
ment until he returned to Britain. To in­ 
siders. the poor timing appeared to be a 
deliberate attempt to botch the in­ 


vestigation. 
We made repeated requests to speak to 
the attorney general, but he would not 
discuss the story with us. Sources close 
to him believe Griffin Bell is a man of in­ 
tegrity, who would not tamper with the 
Koreagate investigation. The official in 
charge of the probe, Paul Mitchell, also 
has a reputation as a straight-laced 
prosecutor. Hundley refused to com­ 
ment. 
On Capitol Hill, Speaker Tip O’Neill 
and Democratic leader Jim Wright per­ 
suaded Leon Jaworski, the former 
Watergate special prosecutor, to run the 
House investigation into the Korean 
scandal. Sources close to the House 
leadership say O’Neill, Wright and 
Jaworski agreed they couldn’t “ burn” 
too many members of Congress but 
should merely “ sacrifice a few lambs.” 
We spoke to the speaker who “ab­ 
solutely” denied any agreement to limit 
the investigation. Then we hurried to 
catch Wright but the speaker got to him 
first. We caught Wright going out the 
door. He had been summoned, he said, to 
the speaker’s office. When he returned, 
he reiterated the speaker’s denial. We 
were unable to reach Jaworski until 
some time later. The alleged conversa­ 
tion about sacrificing lambs, he said, 
was “ absolutely ludicrous.” 
But a principal in the Korean in­ 
vestigation told us be had “received in­ 
dications from the House that they would 
like to concentrate on a few former 
members.” The Democrats, he said, 
also want to implicate some Republicans 
in the scandal to keep it out of partisan 
politics.

Two objections to the Panama Treaty, 
unrelated, have recently been voiced, the 
first by Senator Scoop Jackson, whose 
position in the matter will carry con­ 
siderable weight and properly so in the 
light of his ongoing concern for the 
military security of the country. Under 
the terms of the treaty we guarantee ac­ 
cess to the Canal to 
every nation, so skep­ 
tics have come up with 
the following scenario 
(on which 1 recently 
touched in this space): 
suppose we go to war 
with the Soviet Union 
— would we be obliged 
under the treaty to 
permit Soviet ships to 
come through the 
Canal, the better to 
torment us? 
C oncerning this 
point, two observations. The first is the 
treaties that get in the way of parties at 
war with each other tend to fall apart 
with the single exception of those con­ 
ventions whose continued survival clear­ 
ly benefits both parties equally. Thus 
during the second World War, nobody 
used mustard gas, because if one side 
had, so would the other side. On the 
other hand, the broken treaties would 
have littered the floor of Madison Square 
Garden. In war, victory, and survival, 
are the supreme considerations, and 
always will be Besides which, it would 
appear plain to anyone who went no 
further in the pursuit of m ilitary 
strategy than to play with toy soliders, 
that if for whatever reason wie wanted to 
stand by the formal language of the 
treaty and permit a Soviet ship safe pas­ 
sage through the Canal, all the U.S. Navy 
would have to do is sink the ship one mile 
before it reached the Canal or sink it one 
mile after it passes through the Canal. 
The objection, in a word, is not serious 
More so, at a psychological level, is 
the campaign against General Torrijos. 
Charges against General Torrijos are 
difficult to exaggerate. He is a tyrant, a 
relentless persecutor of the opposition. 
But I happen to doubt the notion that he 
is the instrument of the Soviet Union, 
while not doubting that he would play the 
Soviet’s game in a number of circum­ 
stances 
Still, the critics of the Panama Treaty 
pursue the point - why should we give 
anything at all to such a man? And the 
answer is that we're not giving it to him, 


we are giving what we do not need to the 
Panamanian people. 
How do the 
Panamanian people figure in any tran­ 
saction between the U.S. and Torrijos9 
A good question requiring that we use 
our native political intelligence and ask. 
is it logical that the Panamanians feel 
strongly about the Canal Zone. Again the 
answer suggests itself unequivocally. 
Yes, it is very logical that they should do 
so. And indeed, a general plebiscite is a 
part of the arrangements. 
The single postwar identifiable univer­ 
sal passion is: nationalism. The fact of 
the matter is that the Panamanian peo­ 
ple have been ruled over by a succession 
of caudillos since they began their 
precarious march into nationhood at the 
beginning of this century. Torrijos may 
last another 20 years, .he may be 
overthrown in 20 months. Either way, 
the Panamanians will eventually be able 
to drive or bicycle about their country 
without running into an iron belt 
governed by a foreign power and 
dividing their country geographically 
into two divisions. 
Tliat is a genuine 
satisfaction. 
Sometimes it is necessary to squat 
down in other people’s countries. We do 
this in Cuba, in Guantanamo Bay, and 
there we should continue to sit for ages 
hence unless great changes take place in 
naval logistics. 
But in Panama, the 
military argument simply does not sup­ 
port the logic in the Canal Zone, and the 
fact that the poor Panamanians are sad­ 
dled by a military dictator imposed upon 
them 
by 
th e ir own 
p o lit ic a l 
maladroitness does not add up to an 
argument for free Americans imposing 
upon the Panamanians an unnecessary 
corset the only consequence of which is a 
constant itch reminding them that they 
do not govern — or even misgovern — 
the whole of their country. 
It is no more relevant to argue that 
Torrijos is an undemocratic, bad gover­ 
nor, than it would be relevant to con­ 
clude that we should invite Pericles here 
to serve as budget director on the 
grounds that Bert Lance is unsatisfac­ 
tory. 
President Carter undertook a con­ 
siderable act of theater the other day 
when he brought up the chiefs of state of 
all Latin America. He probably overdid 
it - the French kiss with Torrijos shows 
how far chiefs of state are willing to go 
in forgiving other chiefs of state their 
peccadilloes. Still. Carter believes the 
Treaty is the right thing to do and is giv­ 
ing it his best. I agree with him. 


As in any business or profession, one 
can always find a “ bad apple” or two. 
The same goes for the newspaper 
business. Over our many years in the 
business, we have seen a number of what 
we could consider “ bad apples” that 
have made us cringe 
Recently, we 
cringed when we read 
of criticism of our 
profession in the 
handling of the “ Son of 
Sam ” case in Newj 
York City. Several 
New York newspapers 
threw their ethics out 
of the window in sen­ 
sationalizing the case 
instead of reporting it 
factually. 
It is shoddy work 
such as that which is 
contributing more and 
more each day toward a move to 
regulate the press. Despite the fact that 
the Constitution states: “ Congress shall 
make no law abridging the freedom of 
the press,” there are signs that Congress 
is making such moves. 
The Reporters Committee for 
Freedom of the Press has put out a warn­ 
ing this week that legislators have in­ 
troduced 98 measures affecting news 
gathering and publication in the first six 
montha of tHe «**w Congram TW* Is mm 
much as in the entire two years of the 
last Congress 
Included in this massive amount of 
legislation are proposals to establish an 
Official Secret* Act (the very title ought 
to scare citizens): curtail news coverage 
of terrorists; facilitate Federal official 
libel suits (make it easier to win); cen­ 
sor television news content; repeal equal 
time and fairness rules and seal Federal 
arrest records. 
Up to now. only one bill, the new ver­ 
sion of S-l labeled the “ Criminal Code 
Reform Act of 1977” has had a hearing. 
This particular measure carries nine 
sections curbing the media. 
It is true that most of the bills may not 
go any place. But the fact that they have 
been introduced in such numbers shows 
that enough Congressmen feel strongly 
enough about defects in the news media 
that eventually some bills will break 
through. 
“ It certainly reflects a substantial 
degree of hostility in Congress toward 
letting the press make decisions as to 
what the news is going to be,” one news 
official commented. 
At the rate C o n g re ss sc re w s 
everything up, we would hate very much 
to have them make the decisions as to 
what the news is going to be.

A 
bridled member of Congress 
says Reid is a “one man crime 
wave,” who “should be shot, 
unaided, into space.” 
Neither a killer nor a 
terrorist is he, however. 
Barry Reid is a businessman. 
He operates a mail order firm 
here which offers instructions 
booklets on do-it-yourself 
larcenies. Con games, mail 
frauds, “How to Beat the Bill 
Collector” — Reid sells them 
all. For |6 he also provides a 
phony identification card to 
customers. 
Business is apparently good. 
Reportedly, Reid’s firm sells 
$1,000 worth of I.D.’s on a 
good day, and about $250,000 in 
various merchandise a year. 
In the process, authorities 
say, “he turns out criminals 
like cut cookies” ; for exam­ 
ple, federal investigators 
believe the nation loses $20 
billion a year to people with 
fake I D s 
W hatever 
the conse­ 
quences of Reid’s industry, he 
is not in it alone. There are 
dozens of similar operations 
throughout the country, most 
of them concerned with identi­ 
ty changing. Reid says com­ 
panies now exist that “sell 
everything from notary seals 
to tax exempt divinity creden- 
11a 1 s . ” Social Security 
numbers can be gotten for 
three for $5. 
Also, one can now get fake 
passports, fake drivers’ 
licenses, even fake welfare 
id e n tific a tio n s 
from 
legitimate business firms. To 
be sure, the firms peddle high 
quality fabrications; border 
authorities in Texas say a 
phony I.D. there is sold on a 
money-back guarantee if the 
purchasing alien is arrested 
within five days.

THE COVER page of the Eden Press catalogue boldly advertises ways to swindle, forge, con 
and hustle. The motto of Barry Reid’s publishing company: “We believe in the Books we 
Publish.” 


Yet even in this competitive 
field, Reid stands out. After 
all, he wrote the book. The 
book is “The Paper Trip,” an 
underground classic devoted 
to alternative identities and 
other prestidigitations. Local 
law enforcement officers say 
“The Paper Trip” is “the 
mandatory text at Reid’s cor­ 
respondence school for would- 
be felons.” 
Reid wasn’t always an 
educator. Once he had ideas of 
becoming an attorney. Then, 
in 1970, he was removed from 
law school to serve an 11- 
month jail sentence on a drug 
rap. While in prison, Reid 
listened and learned. Mostly,, 
he learned about crime. He, 
used this information to write 
his book and set up his mail 
order operation. 
The operation is called 
Eden Press. It is housed in an 
unmarked office in this 
crowded Los Angeles suburb. 
Reid advertises his wares in 
alternative newspapers and 


m asculine magazines. 
Anybody can order, no 
questions asked. Recently, to 
prove the point, two U.S. con­ 
gressmen purchased six false 
identity cards from Eden 
Press. 
Reid says that identity 
changing is perhaps the 
easiest of the ideas he 
peddles. If people do not want 
to buy his cards, they can 
change the identities in any of 
dozens of ways. One way to 
start, Reid says, is to take out 
a savings account in care of a 
nonexistent “nephew” ; the 
passbook can then be used as a 
start to a new life. 
Or, Reid suggests, name 
changers might want to go to 
the Hilton Hotel Corp. The 
hotel chain offers “Student- 
Faculty I.D. Cards” for use in 
requesting reduced room 
rates. Since the corporation 
has no way of verifying the 
legitimacy of the applicants, 
Reid says anyone can register 
in any name he chooses. 
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Of course, the sophisticated 
cheater will want more per­ 
manent identification. Hence 
Reid tells how to “steal” the 
identity of a dead person. 
“Anybody can write in for 
somebody else’s birth cer- 
tific ia te ,” Reid says. 
Thousands of people have ap­ 
parently done it and are now 
living (or stealing) with the 
aid of gravestone names. 
Reid says the beauty of this 
moral fraud is that it is usual­ 
ly not a legal fraud. “There 
are no comprehensive laws 
against establishing false I.D. 
in most states.” In some 
states, actually, “it’s legal to 
impersonate another person.” 
In California, a driver’s 
license applicant can change 
his identity merely by signing 
his new signature. 
Reid says that only two 
states — Nevada and North 
Carolina — have statutes that 
deal with identity change 
abuse. Elsewhere, he says, 
people can disappear at will to 
“become whomever they may 
want.” Sometimes the alter­ 
nate identities are legitimate; 
but often the process is used 
by thugs, thieves and others 
on the lam. 


For his part, Reid says he 
doesn’t care what kind of peo­ 
ple use his services. He says 
government has “32 billion 
separate files on Americans, 
and I can’t blame anyone for 
wanting to escape them.” As 
for the criminal element, he 
says he “does not want” to aid 
thugs but “they could get this 
information whether or not I 
published it.” 


Not surprisingly, the 
government 
rationalizes 
Reid’s work differently. A 
Federal Advisory Committee 
on False Identification has 
said Reid and others like him 
are crime profiteers, and 
wants new laws to stop them. 
Among other things, the com­ 
mittee says aliases must be 
made illegal, and public 
records should no longer be 
widely accessible.

“I 
had to psychologically make 
up my mind if I was gonna go 
on tour,” says Cooper. 
Ginseng has been used for 
thousands of years in the 
Orient as an aphrodisiae. Now 
a fad in the U.S., it is on the 
verge of becoming an en­ 
dangered species — the Fish 
and Wildlife Service, worried 
over the disappearance of the 
herb from remaining eastern 
U.S. hardwood forests, may 


place it on its list of vanishing 
plants. 
Is there any proof to its 
effect?

DEAR DR. LAMB - My 
recent heart check revealed a 
complete right bundle branch 
block. I took this result to my 
doctor and inquired about a 
solution. He told me this con­ 
dition is very common in men 
in their late 60s and that 
nothing can be done until my 
pulse rate, which has been 72 
for the past 50 years, drops to 
between 30 and 40. Then a 
pacemaker might be con­ 
sidered. He offered me no 
regimen, just that statement. 
Please advise me. 
DEAR READER - The 
heart has its own nervous 
system so to speak. The im­ 
pulses to stimulate the heart 
first pass over two large 
chambers at the top of the 
heart called the atria that 
collect venous blood. They pass 
from the atria to the lower 
two chambers, the ventricles. 
The junction between the 
atria and ventricles is called 
the AV junction. 
The impulses then pass 
through the special fibers to 
the right ventricle. These 
fibers are called the right bun­ 
dle and through similar fibers 
on the left side to the ventri­ 
cle. called the left bundle. 
You can have a block or 
break in the fibers to the right 
ventricle and it is called a 
right bundle branch block. 
This can be a birth defect, 
from inflammation of the 
heart, from enlargement of 
the right ventricle as might 
occur in certain birth defects 


or lung disease or it can be 
from disease of the small 
arteries to the heart that 
supply blood to the specialized 
tissue. 
The block won’t cause any 
harm itself. The important 
thing is what causes it. If it is 
an isolated finding from an old 
inflammation it may not be 
important. If it is acquired in 
middle life and is evidence of 
coronary artery disease then 
the person should be on a 
program to prevent progres­ 
sion of the disease. This 
means no cigarettes, dietary 
control, weight reduction if 
that is indicated, blood pres­ 
sure control if the pressure is 
up and the measures usually 
recommended to prevent or 
control atherosclerosis, fatty- 
cholesterol deposits in the 
arteries. 
The same problems can 
affect the left bundle but the 
defect is usually larger since 
the area involved to cause a 
complete block is greater. 
The same principles apply. 
What you do depends entirely 
on what causes it. 
I am sending you The

stopping cigarettes if he 
happens to be a smoker. 
If the special nerve fibers 
are blocked between the upper 
and lower chambers at the AV 
junction it is called an AV 
block. In that case the lower 
chambers may beat so slowly 
that blood flow to the brain is 
limited. This may cause men­ 
tal confusion, strokes or loss 
of consciousness with con­ 
vulsions. These people do need 
a pacemaker. 
Your doctor meant that if 
your blocked area increased 
to the point that both the right 
and left bundles were blocked 
or a complete AV block oc­ 
curred with a slow heart rate 
then you would probably need 
a pacemaker. Meanwhile a 
preventive program would be 
a good idea 
DEAR DR. LAMB— I am a 
30-year-old female, weigh 126 
and am 5 feet 8. I’m basically 
healthy and active. I can’t 
gain more than three to five 
pounds at a time or keep them 
for very long. My appetite is 
poor most of the time, es­ 
pecially if I become upset. 
And I cannot eat fresh, raw 
vegetables and fruit. My 
mouth starts to itch and I 
break out in a rash on my face 
or arms. I also smoke about a 
pack of cigarettes a day. 
What can I do to increase 
my appetite and gain weight7 
What can I eat in place of 
f r e s h , 
r aw 
f r u i t and 
vegetables that would be com­ 
parable in nutritional value? 


How can I decrease my 
smoking? 
I am beginning to feel 
sluggish upon arising in the 
morning and am getting from 
seven to eight hours of sleep. I 
have already been to my fami­ 
ly physician for vitamins. 
DEAR READER - Time 
m ay take c are of your 
problem and you may wish 
you could have the old 
problem of not gaining weight 
back again. 
Your appetite might in­ 
crease if you did quit smok­ 
ing. Food might taste better 
too. Why don’t you contact 
your nearest chapter of the 
American Heart Association 
or American Lung Association 
and see if they can tell you 
about local stop smoking 
clinics that you might join. A 
sincere desire to stop is often 
important in the success of 
such programs. 
Fresh raw fruits and 
vegetables are seldom high 
caloric foods. If you want to 
gain weight these are not the 
foods you need to emphasize 
in your diet. Rather you want 
starches, fats and sweets, the 
high calorie foods — if you are 
sure you want to add fat to 
your torso. Muscles result 
from strength type exercises 
Your emphasis on “fresh and 
raw” makes me wonder if you 
can tolerate canned or cooked 
fruits and vegetables. If so. 
they may be your next best 
substitute. If not, you need to 
get bulk some place and you 
can get that from whole 
cereals or bran.

darken or lighten, rushing to 
put his tripod in position, us­ 
ing a telephoto lens to better 
reveal the majesty of a scene. 
Other than that, there is 
almost nothing to tell how 
these photographs were 
made. 
A professional or a serious 
amateur photographer can 
make some guesses. All the 
pictures are square, in­ 
dicating that his camera takes 
a two-and-a-quarter-inch 
square negative (6-by-6-cm.). 
probably a Hasselblad. 
Bronica, Rollei or Mamiya. If 
Goldstein filters the image, he 
probably uses a polarizer.

Kodachrome 25 The latter is 
a slow film; however, as he 
uses a tripod, and the Grand 
Canyon doesn’t move much, 
film speed is not of primary

The photographer likes to 
work early and late in the day. 
when the angled sunlight 
through the e art h's a t ­ 
mosphere warms a scene with 
an orange-yellow glow. He ap­ 
preciates the crispness of 
winter light, the softening 
blue quality of distance with 
telephoto lenses, and the 
drama of threatening storm 
skies. 
If we wish he had included 
more information in his book 
(about exposure times, lens 
apertures, filters, film, and 
other specifics), he might 
answer, reasonably, that this 
is not a photography text.

When you buy a painting, do 
you expect to be told what 
kinds of brush, paint, solvent 
and what singularities of 
technique were used? 
The fact remains that all 
those millions of snapshooters 
would love to learn a little 
something that could make 
their own pictures better. And 
technical data, or informal 
comments, from Goldstein 
and others of his excellence 
who do books, would help. 
Any photographer good 
enough to get published in 
such a fancy format need not 
worry about somebody else 
stealing his secrets. Goldstein 
could take 30 amateurs along 
with him on a project, line 
them up. tell them just what 
exposure to make and 
everything else, and his work 
still would be conspicuously 
better. 
He is an artist; it's as sim­ 
ple as that. He need not worry 
about imitation, and I have no 
knowledge that he does, ex­ 
cept for the absence of 
technical information in his 
book, and this applies to hun­ 
dreds of other published 
photographers. 
Despite the excellence of 
some 
p h o t o g ra p h i c 
magazines, the knowledge of 
salespeople in good photo 
supply stores, the availability 
of books and classes, and even 
the directions that come with 
each camera, most -- literally 
— of those with cameras don’t 
know the basics of a good 
photograph. 
People still take pictures 
with dirty lenses; leave the 
camera in a hot. closed car in 
the sun (this affects the film); 
merely point and shoot, 
without thinking about the 
composition of a picture; pay 
no attention to the time of 
day. put the camera away 
when the sky is overcast (one 
of the best times to get pure, 
rich colors); ignore the basic 
and useful filters and on into 
infinity. 
No. this is not Goldstein’s 
responsibility. But if he were 
to offer some guidance with 
his splendid photographs, 
p e rh a p s 
some of 
the 
snapshooters would begin to 
see with a keener eye, and 
make their photographs more 
wisely. 
I’d much like to see descrip­ 
tions on how photos were 
made, in books of fine photos 
It wouldn’t hurt the author- 
photographers, and it would 
help the less-talented ever so 
much.

with four end caps. He cut both 
sections of plastic guttering 
with four end caps.

In the early days of our 
country, before women were 
allowed to vote, they often ex­ 
pressed political opinions 
through their quilts, designing 
quilts for causes and can­ 
didates. 
Now, even though we cast 
our ballots at the polls, we can 
still vote for quilt-making, a 
truly American art form and 
still a very satisfying means 
of self-expression. 
One of the newest quilting 
books available exclusively to 
readers of this newspaper is a 
purely political one called 
“White House Quilts.” Many 
quilts were designed especial­ 
ly for presidents and their 
wives, and we have a wonder­ 
ful legacy of historical quilt 
designs. Martha Washington s 
Star is a red, white and blue 
beauty made in honor of the 
First Lady. Dolley Madison’s 
Star was especially designed 
for her, and alternates tri­ 
color star blocks with white 
blocks which are quilted with 
the American shield. The 
Jackson Star is one of the 
prettiest of the star designs, 
honoring Andrew Jackson, 
“Old Hickory.” There’s a 
variation of the traditional 
Rail Fence, for President Lin­ 
coln, and a delightful appli- 
qued Log C abin. 
The 
Cleveland Lilies is an unusual 
combination of piecing and 
applique, and was named for 
Grover Cleveland, who was 
our 22nd and 24th president. 
Mrs. Cleveland also had a 


tricky pieced quilt designed 
especially for her, called Mrs. 
Cleveland’s Choice. 
After the first quarter of 
this century, no quilts were 
designed for the Roosevelt, 
Truman, Eisenhower and 
more recent administrations. 
But White House Quilts offers 
a special quilt, designed for 
Jimmy Carter. No, it doesn’t 
have appliqued peanuts. It is 
called Peach Blossoms, and is 
a traditional applique design. 
Typical of Southern quilts, it 
has 12 appliqued blocks 
represented in a basket of 
peach blossoms set on the 
diagonal. These alternate with 
plain blocks, which are quilted 
in a beautiful leaf-and-petal 
motif.

And his mother is Marni 
Nixon, certainly the best 
known of the Hollywood ghost 
voices — she sang for Audrey 
Hepburn in “My Fair Lady” 
and Natalie Wood in “West 
Side Story,’’ among many 
such assignments.

“I once played my father a 
Beatles’ song,” he says. “He 
said he liked it. That made me 
feel good.” 
He says his father is a big 
fan of his music. He says his 
mother is very proud of him 
and his success — “but I don’t 
think she understands my 
music, at least not as much as 
my Dad does. He loves to 
listen to my things and com­ 
ment about them.” 
Andrew Gold, young as he 
is, has already jammed in a 
lot of success. He spent 
several productive and con­ 
tented years working with Lin­ 
da Ronstadt — backing her up, 
arranging her songs, being 
part of her live band. 
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Plants in the home..* 
Keep those leaves on your ticus tree 
by EVvin McDonald 


Lately. I’ve been receiving a lot of 
letters from readers who are worried 
over how to keep the leaves on ficus 
trees. Some are concerned over the 
guilt they anticipate feeling if the bat­ 
tle is lost, others hate to think of los­ 
ing a cash investment. And believe 
me, I understand. 
Acutally, I had been growing ficuss 
trees for about 25 years before one 
suddenly began to drop its leaves at 
an alarming rate. Up until then, mine 
had always become ceiling pushers 
that needed drastic pruning every 
year or two so as not to endanger the 
roof. 
Well, if ever there was a ficus 
Nemesis, I have met it — not once, 
but twice, at the same time. A couple 
of years ago, I redecorated one of my 
apartment bedrooms all in fern green 
and white, with accents of yellow. I 
had had it with city grime and wanted 
to be able to wake up in a place that 
reminded me of country freshness. 
Right away, I decided that what the 
room needed more than anything else 
was two large Ficus benjamina trees, 
strategically placed so that the weep­ 
ing branches would spread protective­ 
ly over the bed. With this idea in 
mind, I headed out one Saturday 
morning to shop my neighborhood 
plant stores. Two hours and $200 later 
I collapsed on the bed, huffing and 
puffing from moving two enormous 
tubs of ficus-bearing terra firma to 
their new home. 
One glance upward and I knew I had 
done the right thing 
The ceiling 
blurred into puffy cumulus clouds as 
my eyes focused on the rustling ficus 
leaves. 
Wind from the forced air 
heating cooling system had set them 
in motion, something I hadn’t counted 
on. The effect was mesmerizing. 
Well we, my ficus trees and I, 
enjoyed this poetic existence for 
about two weeks and then some of the 
leaves began to turn yellow. At first 
there were only a few, then there 
were more. Panic set in the evening I 
came home from work and Steven 
said, “Dad, you’re going to have to 
get a rake to clean up all the ficus 
leaves in your bedroom.’’ 
Unfortunately, Steven was right. 
Before I could figure out all the things 
I had done wrong, both ficus were 
well on their way to horticultural 
heaven, which is what I call my com­ 
post pile in the country. 
But what do you do with two dead 
ficus trees —• sit down under the bare 
branches and cry? 
That’s exactly 


what I was contemplating when Jean- 
nene suggested, “Dad, it’s winter. 
Why don’t we just play like the trees 
are resting?’’ 
The very thought gave my spirits a 
lift. I could postpone facing the grim 
reality for several months. Besides, I 
knoVTjteople who spend $200 for one 
weekend1 of skiing and the privilege of 
flying past a lot of nude trees. 
Having to live for most of one 
winter with my two “resting” ficus 
trees also gave me plenty of time to 
figure out what went wrong. 
My first mistake was to place the 
trees too far away from the one sunny 
window wall. Any ficus, whether it is 
the weeping benjamina or one of the 
large-leaved kinds like rubber tree 
(illustrated) or fiddleleaf fig, needs 
bright natural light all day, plus at 
least a few hours of sun shining 
directly on the leaves. 
My second mistake was to un­ 
derestimate the amount of water my 
ficus trees needed. After it was too 
late I stuck the probe of a moisture 
meter about eight inches into the 


center of each pot; the surface soil 
felt damp but the probe found only 
dryness. 


And finally, I reached a distasteful 
conclusion: My cats, Holly and Ivy, 
had decided to go natural. They had 
forsaken their litter box for the sandy 
soil around the ficus. 


Eventually, I replaced the dead 
benjaminas with two more unusual 
species of ficus that are now coming 
into local shops. One F. triangularis, 
has triangleshaped leaves. The other, 
F. cyathistipula (sigh-uh-thiss-tuh- 
PEW-luh) has leaves shaped like an 
elongated fan that abruptly curves to 
a pointed Up. 
By rearranging the 
furniture, I was able to position them 
next to the window for maximum 
light. 


Until I could determine how much 
watering they needed in order to 
moisten the entire pot of soil, I relied 
on my trusty moisture meter. The 
cats and I had a serious talk, and they 


agreed to stay away from the ficus if I 
would be more faithful in keeping 
their litter box clean — but just in 
case, I have the soil in each pot mul­ 
ched with rounded stones picked up 
from the beach. 


In a nutshell, here is the care I 
recommended for healthy ficus trees 
of all kinds: Light, bright, with some 
direct sun. Each time you water, give 
the pot a quarter turn in the same 
direction so that all leaves receive 
equal light. 
Temperature, average 
house or office, but protect from 
drafts of hot or cold air (not the same 
as “wind” no matter how much the 
leaves rustle). Humidity, 40 per cent 
or more; tolerates less if the soil is 
never allowed to dry out and the 
leaves are misted every day or two in 
winter. Water, enough to moisten the 
entire rootball; avoid extreme 
dryness and don’t leave the pot 
standing in a saucer of water for 
more than an hour or two. Fertilize 
lightly, regularly, in the spring and 
summer.

Super Saver, Super Coach, Simple 
Saver, you name it and some airline 
has a discount fare gimmick. Some of 
these “super” savings, however have 
restrictions that need careful 
study before you rush to buy. 
For example, the East Coast-West 
Coast “Super Saver” round-trip fare 
only costs $239 on Tuesdays, Wednes­ 
days and Thursdays. When you com­ 
pare this with the regular coach fare 
of $414 round trip, it looks like a real 
bargain. 


But, there are all sorts of restric­ 
tions. 
First, you have to fly from 
Boston, New York or Philadelphia to 
Los Angeles or San Francisco — or 
vice versa. 
You have to purchase 
your ticket at least 30 days before the 
departure date and you can’t change 
your plans without losing the big dis­ 
count. 
If you fly on weekends, the 
round-trip fare goes up to $279, and 
you must stay away at least seven 
days.

accommodations and ski-lift tickets. 
There will be other airline packages 
going to other ski areas. 
A good 
travel agent can sort them out for 
you. 
Meanwhile, you have to keep prob­ 
ing to see where the lowest fares can 
be found. The fares are changing so 
fast, there will be new ones by the 
time you read this and some of the old 
ones may be modified or dropped. 
Whenever you buy an advanced 
booking package or one that requires 
ground accommodations, be sure to 
find out what restrictions you’re 
faced with.

Q. My wife dropped a hot iron on 
our nylon carpet, leaving an ugly 
brown spot. Is this carpet ruined? 
Or, can we fix it up inexpensively? —

A. The brown spot is a singe where 
the nylon has been melted away. 
Your wily possibility, short of buying 
a whole new carpet, is to cut out the 
burned spot and replace it with some 
of the carpeting left over from the in­ 
stallation. It probably will be lighter 
or brigher but you may be able to 
rearrange the carpet to hide the spot 
under a chair or couch. 


Q. I have an ink stain on a yellow 
vinyl chair. 
I have tried several 
products with no success. Can you 


suggest anything? — Mrs. S. G., 
Montebello, Calif. 


A. That’s probably permanent ink 
and it’s next to impossible to remove. 
You have to get a new covering. 
When using a ballpoint or felt-tip 
pen with permanent ink you have to 
be extra careful with clothing and up­ 
holstery. 
This ink is labeled “per­ 
manent,” and they mean it. 


Q. While we were away on vacation, 
our son allowed our three dogs to sl­ 
eep in one of my best chairs which is 
upholstered in velvet. The chair isn’t 
dirty but it smells "doggie.” I’ve 
tried rug shampoo, sunning and 
vacuuming but it still smells. What 
can I do? — Mrs. J.E.T., Kansas City, 
Mo. 


A. If there are no stains, it means 
the smell has sunk into the stuffing of 
the chair. Little by little, this will go 
away. Time and fresh air are the best 
remedies for lingering smells. 
You might try a deodorant on the 
chair but you have to be careful not to 
leave a stain. Be careful with sunn­ 
ing, it could cause the upholstery to 
fade. Just put the chair in fresh air or 
leave a fan on it and the smell will go 
away. Ah, the pleasures of pets. 


Q. Can you tell me where to buy the 
Pyr-A-Larm smoke detector you 
wrote about in one of your columns? 
— Mrs. V. H., Grosse Pointe Famrs, 
Mich.

Q. I’ve noticed that supermarkets 
sometimes carry large bags of wild 
bird seed at bargain prices. Can I feed 
my parakeet this seed instead of the 
much more expensive, boxed 
parakeet seed? If so, should I add any 
treat from time to time? — Mrs. 
B.V.S., Goleta Calif. 


A. Look at the label on the wild bird 
seed to see if it’s for small birds such 
as sparrows. 
If it contains small 
millets it will be suitable for your 
parakeet. 
Tame birds such as parakeets need 
the following ingredients for a 
balanced diet: red, white or yellow 
millet(tiny round seeds) and canary 
seed (shaped like a small spindle with 
a hull). A cuttle bone is good for the 
bird’s beak and adds calcium and 
phosphorous to the diet. 
Celery leaves, kale and hard-boiled 
egg yolk can be added from time to 
time as treats.

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Eastern, National and Delta air­ 
lines have a similar “Super Saver” 
fare running through December 18 for 
flights between northeast cities and 
Florida. A sample fare between New 
York and Miami will run $133 round 
trip compared with the regular coach 
fare of $161. You have to buy your 
ticket at least 14 days before depar­ 
ture. 


TWA started a "Super Coach” 
flight from Chicago to Los Angeles, 
cutting the regular coach fare of $312 
down to $178 round trip. This is a real 
bargain because there are no advance 
bookings or other restrictions. For 
$10 extra each way you can get a 
steak meal (otherwise, no meals). 
Continental, United, and possibly, 
American are following suit. 
Eastern has put in for a “System 
Pass” fare which would let you fly 
anywhere on the airline’s routes for 
$229, but a minimum of two tickets 
must be purchased. TTiis proposal has 
been contested and it’s uncertain 
when or whether it will go into effect. 
Allegheny has a “Simple Saver” 
plan whereby you get a 30 per cent 
discount off regular coach fares if you 
fly between eight cities that do not 
have non-stop flights. It may take a 
few more hours but you can realize 
substantial savings. 
For example, a Simple Saver fare 
between, say, New York and Chicago 
one way would cost $57 instead of $82 
regular coach. 
You may have to 
make several stops or transfer in Pit­ 
tsburgh, but think of the money you 
save. The Simple Saver fare started 
August 1. 
This winter, several airlines will of­ 
fer special ski packages. TWA will 
offer a $199 round-trip fare from East 
Coast cities to the Colorado ski area 
(compared with $292 round trip 
regular coach). To get the low fare, 
you have to buy a $75 “ground 
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Touring by taxi 


It was a simple decision, really, 
when I couldn’t find a train, plane or 
bus for a little 200-mile trip, naturally 
I called a cab. 
Delusions of grandeur? 
No, not a bit of it. If you’re travel­ 
ing in the right territory, touring by 
taxi is not only feasible, it’s fiscally 
practical — as in “ cheap.” 
I tried it in Asia but it’s also an 
alternative in many parts of the 
Caribbean, Central and South 
America, the Near East, and less 
regularly even a few rural parts of the 
U.S. It’s not, of course, the luxury 
lover’s taxi for people who want to 
travel in solitary splendor. The one 
offered to small spenders is the 
shared taxi and it is best that you br­ 
ing with you the cool of a dynamite 
handler and the inner resources of a 
fakir who can walk comfortably on 
live coals. 
You won’t need these attributes on 
every trip but I wished I had them as 
we careened past the Malaysian 
movie house where they were show­ 
ing “ The Wrongly Killed Girl.” 
It 
was just there that for no discernible 
reason we missed being mashed by 
two cars and a pickup truck whose 
traffic lane we were using to go in the 
opposite direction 
We had started off well, however. 
From Penang, a port city in Malaysia 
which is forever hot and forever 
moist. Cameron Highlands is a hill 
resort in M alaysia. 
Cameron 
Highlands stays as cool and crisp as 
refrigerated celery. After weeks of 
sweating my way through Southeast 
Asia, the idea of swapping the steamy 
lowlands for the fresh, breezy 
highlands became irresistible. 
But 
only the most complicated transpor­ 


tation sc h e d u le s p r e se n te d 
themselves. At the Penang tourist of­ 
fice, though, someone dropped the 
magic word “ taxi.” 
“ How much?” I asked, steeling for 
the worst. 
“ About $15,” was the answer. 
“ You share it with three other pas­ 
sengers. Would you like us to reserve 
you a seat?” 
Fifteen Malaysian dollars equals 
approximately six U.S. I stopped feel­ 
ing anxious and more like a 
Rockefeller. 1 would call, 1 said, and 
so I did. And then began my course in 
“ How to Learn about Shared Taxis 
the Hard Way.” 
Lesson No. 1 is that although local 
tourist offices are likely to be good 
tipsters, they do not necessiarly have 
or give you the full story. 
“ What time would you like the 
car?” 
I was asked when we first 
spoke. Hie initimation followed that 
almost any daytime hour was possi­ 
ble. 
With this in mind, I planned a last 
morning on the beach and asked for a 
noon pickup when I called.' 
No, they didn’t think they could get 
a taxi leaving at noon. Or 11 Or 10. 
Nine, it seemed, was the best hour. 
Also the only one. 
Fortunately, I was packed and 
ready when the car arrived at 8:30. 
What I wasn’t ready for was the in- 
town dispatcher’s news. 
“ You’ll have to change taxis in 
Ipoh, but don’t worry, you won’t have 
to wait,” he said. 
I didn’t have time to worry about 
waiting. 
I was too busy wondering 
where Ipoh was and if I was in the 
right taxi. 
English is a common 
language in Malaysia but that doesn’t 


guarantee total understanding. 
Acutally, there was a wait — about 
thirty minutes worth. It could have 
been less, it might have been more. 
Shared taxis of course get under way 
only when they have a full load OR 
(Lesson No. 2) when one or more of 
the passengers agree to pay for the 
empty place or places. 
This last 
custom is apparently around most 
places that shared taxis are and is the 
ace to remember as well if you just 
like the idea of more room. 
Lesson No. 3 is always ask about the 
passenger load in advance. You can’t 
control what you get in the way of 
cars or drivers but you can come to 
some conclusion about seating com­ 
fort. In some parts, they believe in 
packing in people in good circus clown 
style. The good news in Malaysia is 
that there’s a legal limit of five, in­ 
cluding the driver. The best news is 
that sometimes you can insure get­ 
ting the front seat by paying a little 
extra to be picked up at your hotel 
before the other passengers are 
collected at the dispatch station. 
Inevitably, Lesson No. 4 is be 
prepared regardless. 
On my First 
trip, an even earlier bird beat me to 
the front spot and I drew as seat- 
mates two sizable, dumpling-shaped 
men who scarcely left room for a pen­ 
cil, much less me. On another occa­ 
sion, I shared with a Sikh who ap­ 
peared to follow the ancient practice 
of covering his skin with clarified but­ 
ter. There was also The Lout (seen 
off by a pretty woman who carried a 
baby and his suitcase), who 
democratically shared the fruit he ate 
the whole trip by dropping the pits 
and peelings on the floor under our 
feet.

We didn’t take the scenic routes, we 
took the real routes — where it was 
easy to see what passes for “ progres- 
s.” The open stretches are closing 
and filling up with small machine 
shops. 
The grand old intricately 
carved wooden louvered houses are 
rapidly being replaced by cement 
block apartments. 
There were eye-boggling sights, 
too, of course. 
At times demons 
danced before my eyes. 
The mul­ 
titudinous Chinese and Hindu temples 
are covered with gaudy, larger than 
life, colored carvings designed to put 
the fear of gods into you. At one point 
a breathtaking string of Chinese 
cemeteries, limestone caves, and 
carved-by-nature, forested outcropp­ 
ings bordered the horizon, looking for 
all the world like ancient Chinese 
paintings.

Peanut soup no Jimmy-come-lately 


Peanut soup continues to 
get lots of publicity because of 
its tie-in with the White House 
“gourmets” from Georgia. 
However, cream of peanut 
soup is considered a truly 
American specialty with a 
rich history since it originated 
in the South in the 1800s 
Favorite family recipes have 
been handed down from 
generation to generation. 
Early recipes required 
cooks to pound peanuts into a 
“peanut paste” to prepare 
them for blending into the 
soup. Today, many reach for a 
jar of peanut butter when 
making their peanut soup. 
If you’re not in the soup 
mood, try a French toasted 
peanut butter sandwich or 
wheaty peanut butter muffins. 


CREAM OF PEANUT SOUP 
1/4 cup buttor 
1 
cup thinly sliced celery 
1 
medium onion, chopped 
fine 
2 
tablespoons flour

quarts chicken stock or 
broth

cup creamy peanut butter

cup light cream 


M elt b u tte r in la rg e 
saucepan over low heat and 
add celery and onion.

Books to gladden hearts of crafty kids 
by Barbara Ellaman 


Those who believe that the 
fun is in the doing will find in 
this assortment of craft books 
dozens of ideas for creating 
gifts, personalizing bedrooms, 
experimenting with recycling, 
sprucing up classrooms, lull­ 
ing away rainy Saturday 
afternoons and concocting 
things just to see how it’s 
done. All have inviting for­ 
mats, easy-to-follow direc­ 
tions and numerous diagrams, 
photographs and drawings.
